Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -33 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
method provided in claim 1 that includes the combination of measuring track squeeze, 
providing a microjog distance, calculating a microjog correction value and applying the 
correction value to the microjog distance as set forth is neither taught by nor an obvious 
variation of the art of record. Claims 2-1 1 depend on claim 1 . The claimed system 
provided in claim 12 that includes a controller that microjogs a head by detennining a 
microjog distance, calculates a microjog correction value based on track squeeze and 
applies the correction value to the microjog distance as set forth is neither taught by nor 
an obvious variation of the art of record. Claims 13-23 depend on claim 12. The dhve as 
provided in claim 24 that includes a controller that microjogs a head by determining a 
microjog distance, calculates a microjog correction value based on track squeeze and 
applies the correction value to the microjog distance as set forth is neither taught by nor 
an obvious variation of the art of record. Claims 25-33 depend on claim 24.
